(c) he has abandoned the invention, or 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an 
inventor's certificate, by the applicant or his legal representatives or assigns in a foreign country prior to the 
date of the application for patent in this country on an application for patent or inventor's certificate field 
more than twelve months before the filing of the application in the United States, or 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another 
filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international 
application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of
